He said nothing about protract- 
ing the session to await the return of the San 
Doming 0 Commission. 

It is understood that the sclect committee 
of the Senate on the aileged outrages in the 
South, which was continued in service by the 
Senate, bave a bill nearly prepared to suppress

SEVEN NEGROES KILLED. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., March 7.—Yesterday 
during the trial of three negroes before Justice 
Bramlette for riotous conduct, one of the 
prisoners named Finley, alias Tyler, shot and 
instantly killed Justice Bramiette. An indis- 
criminate firing ensued, and two negroes were 
killed in the court-room, The negro who 
killed the justice jumped from a sccond 
story window, but was pursued and shot dead 
by the sherifi and his posse. 

The citizens assembled in large numbers, 
and with arms, to assist the officers and sher- 
iff, who commanded them, to disarm the ne- 
groes. In the execution of this order several 
negrots were killed by the sheriff's posse 
during the night. The total ndmber of per- 
sons killed, as far as positively known, is 
seven—six negroes and Judge Bramilette, 
white.

the question of diviuends must be decided by the 
logic of fuiure events, and our tax-payers, it is 
thought, will pot be willing to beer a special levy 
to pay the interest on the bonds, But the princi- 
ple which applies most forcibly to the question, 
is that the taking of stock to any enterpri-eis en- 
tirely foreign to the object of government, 
and if the objectin taking stock be to protect the 
interests of the consumer it is certainly traveling 
out of the usual channel to protect tax-payers. 
That Council would be of small calibre which can- 
not find a more effective an proper mode of pro- 
tection. Our Council has certainly guarded very 
carefally the inter-sts oftbe city in ihe granting 
of the charter. A question of legality has also 
been mooted: Hax the Council any more right to 
sub:cribde stock to @ gas Company, anv more than 
it has to subscribe stock to a railread? Is oot this 
a power that comes directly from the suffrage of 
the people? For these reagons it ts mos: likely 

the Counct! will refuse to take stock.

_from Frankfort, that the conventional inter-

street or grudge it the gratuity it enjoys at 
our hands. It costs: us much for which 
Main street pays nothing; but we are paid 
in the general prosperity of the city, and 
are able to live because we are necessary 
to an extending circle of readers, for whom 
we five. 
The Balance ot Power. 

What fias become of the famous balance 
of power in Europe? We hearso much of 
the neutral powers on: that continent, and 
stillit seems as though only the smaller 
States of Europe sympathized with France, 
or observed a neutral attitude, while all 
the others who claim to stand as the guar- 
dians of political equity in Europe openly 
side with the conquering power. Austria, 
which seems to be utterly oblivious of the 
fearful humiliation it sustained at’ the 
hands of Prussia in 1866, hastens to con- 
gratulate the latter power on the-success 
ot her arms in France, and the re-establish- 
ment of the great German Empire, which 
stands only as a monument of Austria’s 
weakness. The Emperor of Russia felici- 
tates his uncle, the King of Prussia, on the 
same achievement, and accepts with thanks 


} the compliments of the German ruler for 


having helped to confine the war to its 
present lunits. This latter expression 
seems to confirm the supposition enter- 
tained at the beginning of the French war, 
that asecret understanding existed be- 
tween the two Northern monarchies 
in regard to the humiliation and spo- 
liation of France. Russia was probably 
to hold Austria in check in case she 
should attempt to help France. But the 
Russian Government does not generally 
dom service without a proper equivalent, 
as we have found out in the Alaska pur- 
chase. It becomes of interest then to 
consider what this equivalent was; tor the 
contiact which onabled Prussia to floor her 
most powertul rival and to establish her- 
self as the fi'st military power in Europe, 
must, on the other hand, grant to Russia a 
recompense equal in value. We think we 
do not err in seeking this advantage tor 
Russia in a solution of the Eastern ques- 
tion in her tavor. The abrogation of that 
clause of the treaty of Paris which torbids 
her to maintain a navy on the Black Sea, 
is, however, too insignificant a recom- 
pense tor the great service she rendered to 
Prussia according to the admission ot 
Emperor WrLLiaM, and so we may con- 
fidently expect a renewal of the Eastern 
troubles. There are ali sorts of questions 
even at this day arising in the East, and 
it will take but little to fan the smother- 
ing fire which is glowing among all the 
minor dependencies ot ‘l'urkey into a blaze. 
That Russia is fishing in these troubled 
waters is evident, and that theso much 
vaunted balance of power of Europe will 
not be able to prevent her, when acting 
with the consent of Prussia, from seizing 
her prey, has been demonstrated by the 
late events.

it 1s Very Sad, 

We are in disgrace again. The Mays- 
ville Bulletin considers our mode of treat- 
ing serious public questions as “unseemly,” 
and the Memphis Appeal passes its hand un- 
couthly over the old string of “capsist- 
ency,” the tones of which it over—praises 
according to a bent of human nature that 
prizes most the thing it bas not. Beside 
these, two or three emall field pieces open 
fire on us with adjectives and exclamation 
points, and we find ourselves accused va- 
riously of “want of principle,” of “sordid, 
avalicious and mercenary motives,” aad, to 
use the delicate grape-shot of a little eight- 
pounder that makes more noise than all 
the rest combined, of being “altogether 0 
smart,a mixture of mountebank, states- 
man apd baboon.” These pleasant at- 
tentions justify us in making a few observ- 
ations. The public will indulge us. 

We are not going to cite negro testimony 
as a proofot our stability, or the Kuklux- 
Klan as an example of our carnestness, or 
conventional interest as an illustration of 
our turn for business. Accusations are not 
displeasing in our sight. Indeed, we are 
truly happy never unless some one is call- 
ing us names, which circumstance assures 
us that we are making the fur fly some- 
where, and doing our duty. We do not 
set up for an oracle of consistency—are, m 
iact, as inconsistent as our neighbors—and 
often seek to relieve the weariness, the 
worry and the fret of this rickety time by 
being as cheerful as may be. Woat else is 
one to do? 
The method pursied by our critics is 
differeut. With them to be obstinate isto | 
be consistent, and they are joyous only | 
when they assume a dignity. that is not | 
their wont, and luxuriate in the pompous | 
child’s play ot stupid prose-and solemn 
platitude. If this makes them joyous they | 
are right; but are they aliays saddest 
whep they sing? Is melancholy the sole 
recreation they allow themselves? 

In party politics, in current affaira, 
there is not, and there cannot be, any 
stern, fixed rule of action and immutable 
set of principles, and the sooner the press 
has done with the pretense that there is, 
the better for intelligent and rational dis- 


cussion. The only sure guide is a man’s 


| conviction that he is doing all he can do to 


| achieve the purpose that he h good and 
' useful, and he must adapt his conduct to 
| circumstances. He will, of aaee do the 
first best thing he can, but he will usually | 
find himeelt forced to take the second best. 
It may be a pretty moral lesson to tell a 
child that it must not mind difficulties. . 
But in practical matters men must mind | 


to the rhodomontade, flat justia, rua

when the okies weet to fall and the heav- 
ens ‘to crumble i’ the dust, the wise man 
must needs ask himself, “whither are we 
drifting?” 
Assuredly this has been the course of all 
our statesmen. The grand moral hero— 
WENDELL PSILLiPs or CHARLES SUMNER 
tor example—makes but a poor practical 
statesman. In practical affairs the moral 
hero .is at risk of losing his lion’s skin; 
like other ideals, of bemg shattered; and 
we all know how poor a figure Ca@saR 
suddenly shown to be>-NEBUCHADNEZZAR, 
cuts in the puppet-show. It is the rough- 
hewn piece that wears, ALCIBIADES and 
not ARIeTIDEs; for saints are unpardona- 
ble when we find them out, as we are 
pretty sure to do. The ancients, we are 
told,“‘hated their gods with a great hate” 
when they discovered them to be merely 
painted blocks of wood and chiseled lumps 
of stone. Hence is it that we prefer the 
earth earthy, at least in our pretensions, 
and ask no one to consider us as a prophet. 
Weeat, drink and are merry; and, as we 
have more than once confessed, the oysters 
do now and then fly to the head. We set 
up no tests, We lay down no foot-rule. 
We do the best we can, sure only that it is 
honestly intended, and a little careless as 
to consequences and consistescy, which 
make men timid and eelfish and turn then 
out of the right path. 
But among the many sins whereof we 
s‘and charged withal—the slips of duty 
to the party and the church—the errors in 
judgment, taste and morals—‘the conceit 
o’ thinkin’ and the freaks o’ fancy”—that 
which appears to be most damning and to 
leave a deeper stain is our habitual amia- 
bility of temper and pertinacious dearth 
of solemnity. If we laugh we are accused 
of making faces; and if we are silent it is 
said ot us that we are maligniy sullen or 
recklessly indifferent. It ia our custom to 
refuse to quarrel or call names; we d&n’t 
think it nice to quarrel and call names;

dreamed cf. Now and then we take a 
shy at the ladies whotrundie the hoop ot 
woman’s rights, and this is denounced as 
wioked and brutal. But if we happen on 
any occasion to be less vehement than one 
of our assailants—to be unexeited by the 
sudden spring of a metaphorical tiger—to 
be complacent mnder tlie steady fire of 
some spiritual avenger or the stern rebuke 
ot Justice clad 
contemptuous. 
Alack the day! It is very sad. Good 
nature is a prohibited luxury. Evyen 
within the bounds laid down by St. Pavu, 
jesting is no longer allowed. Heracuitvs 
rules the roost; and all of ts are asked to’ 
fall down and worship at his dismal 
shrine.

Navies in Time of War. 

One of the greatest facts demonstrated 
by the late Franco-Pi ussian war is the 
comparatively small value of a large naval 
establishment. The maintenance of a 
large naval force may be of eminent use to 
an island country like Great Bnitain, 
which, by its situation in the seas, finds its 
greatest protection in a large navy, render- 
ing a Jand army almost superfluous, and 
whose main interest lies in distant colonies, 
accessible only by water; but for a com- 
pact, continental country, it is an almost 
worthiess luxury. 

For the last twenty years  aill 
the efforts of France were concen. 
trated on the “development of the 
French marine. Countless millions were 
expended for this purpose, and the great- 
est minds of the country directed all thew 
efforts to the improvement of this branch 
ot national defense. And, in fact, at the 
beginning of the war, France would hardly 
acknowledge even Great Britain her equal 
on the high seas. She claimed to haye 
newer and better veesels, and seamen and 
officers who, 1f they were not a match for 
Engiand’s sailors in the naval wartare ol 
former times, surpassed them in the me- 
chanicg) skill so necessary in these days ot 
iron-clads ard steam. It was sup- 
posed that the little . Prussian 
bavy, not one-tenth as_ strong 
as that of France, would fall a ready prey 
to the French. An immense nayal force 
was to carry an army of invasion to the 
shores of the Baltic, and thus take the 
Germans in the rear; and great thingd 
were expected from this expedition. But 
how have these expectations been realized? 
The French fleet, immense and costly as it 
is, has done absolutely nothing, and the 
Prussian men-of-war have done about 
the same. For all that has been done for 
the promotion of either country’s cause, 
the ships might as well have been at the 
bottom of the sea. The French fleet 
skulked around the North sea and the 
Baltic, and were satisfied with picking up 
a few of the small merchantmen that were 
bound for German ports, and the French 
Government pays for all the damage, al- 
though it. amounts to ‘but little, Nota 
German city, not a fishing village, not a 
man-of-war was attacked, and the Prus- 
sians did not do much better... Blocked 
up in the different naval stations, they 
watched their en , almost without 
firing a shot, while the armies of the two 
countries were engaged m a_ struggle 
of almost unexampled fierceness, Their 
ships, although few in number, were 
of good quality and excellently manned. 
If a man hke Semmes had been in com- 
mand of the fleet he could have prevented 
the shipment of arms to France from 
England and the United States, and thus 
robbed the French of the means of prose- 
cuting the war. But the gentlemen in 


command of the German navy were not 
_ eager for such laurels, They preferred 


idleness in the German ports, and to watch 
the French vessels dozing near by. Only 
toward the end a small Prussian vessel, 
the Augusta, that was dispatched to inter- 
cept the vessels carrying shipments of 
arms, redeemed to some degree the char- 
acter of the German navy. Besides cap- 
turing some French transports carrying 
. munitions of war,it sunk a French gun- 
boat, the only man-of-war that was sunk 
during the whole war. 

And yet the maintenance of these navies 
has been an immense expense to both 
countries. If an equal sum to that which

History ts fol of precedepis as a 
guide for our law-makers. so that they cannot 
plead tguorance of how to lessen the burdens 
and still secure ample revenue. They have only 
to exsmine the results of the long experience 
of other nations Im the past, to ald them tna 
meeting the responsibvilities which have been 
thrust upom the people. Ata&time when Ea- 
giard’s credit was in danger, and her revenue 
deficient, her statesmen did not attempt by ua- 
becessarily burdepsome taxation to redpes the 
funded debt of tbe Kingdom, but, imposing a di- 
rect tax to insure sufficient Income, they aimed to 
improve tbeir credit by lessening the burden 
upon payers of tndirect taxes, and by devel- 
op national resources. The anccess which 
fo such a policy i+ the best argument in 
favor of pursuing a similar course In our own 
country, instead of buyipg up large amounts of 
ubmatured bonds eta nigh premium. 

The New York Economist, in referring to Mr. 
Boutwell’s last dc bt statementand the showing 
of a reouction, says; **This résult is satisfactory 
trom the very sitguier standpoint of the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury, who measures the prosperity 
of the people by the amount of taxes that can be 
collected fiomé¢hem. But under the more cor- 
rect theory that taxation Incréases the amount of 
money exacted from private savings for public 
uses, the result does not appear quite so com- 
mendabdle, As the taxesare paid from the profits 
of industry—or, falling that, from the capital iIn- 
vested in reproductive enterprises—tt follews 
that any money needlesely exacted from the peo- 
ple represses industry to a ratio equal to the cip- 
;(alizea amount ef taxation, Thus the $102,000,- 
000 paid for the reduction ofthe det las 
year really represented the withdrawal of capi- 
tal from industry to an amount equal to about 
balf the total amouat of the public debt. Aod 
this view is abundantly sustained by the severe 
depression of business during the iast two years, 
Government absorbs the profits of ind » and 
thus diverts capital to new channels, or wa 
it out of use. The extraordinary and jong-coa- 
tinued ease in the money market,and the in- 
crcasing dearth of emplo;mens and absence of 
business activity, are therefore clearly the re- 
sults of a false system. of Quancial legislation 
that is really drying up the taxable resources of 
the peopie. In other words, Mr. Boutweil’s 
course In unduly torciog the payment of the na- 
tional debt is impoverishing the people, under 
the pretext of promoting their prosperity and 
improving their credit. O!F course he 13 en- 
tirely honest, and pursues bis course wh toe 
very best intentions.”’ 

THE CREDIT S¥STEM.— Numerous articles under 
this and similar captions are appearing tn East- 
ern business jouroals, the object of which seems 
to be the restriction of the credit system within 
limits much parrower than are now eajoyed by 
the trading communi'ies. It is held that the 
alarmipg increase of commercial failures is, in a 
great measure, attributable to the credit system. 
Notwlibstacaipe this assertion, business men do 
pot seem disposed to abandon the sysiem, and 
till adheragto the practice of giving credit. **It is 
very well,” says the Boston Commercial Bulletin, 
**\o preach caution and prudence and curtailment 
of credi:s, and to dilate upon the edvantages of 
strictly edhering to the cash syttcm. Duly aftor 
all that can be saldon these points, there is no 
one to back up the precept by example, It ts 
well understood shat the merchant who under- 
takes to prac’ice these stern virtues must sacrifice 
trade, and that a portion at leastof his custom- 
ers will desert bim, and transfer their patronage 
to pariles who are less scrupulou: on the score of 
credits. 

“Henee the credit system is generally adhered 
to 1p «pite ef its abuses and denunciations. It is 
a system which ts indispensable In effecting the 
eommercial exchanges of the country, and those 
who talk of employing money only for this pur- 
pose are mere theorists and visionaries. Credit 
we must bave, anless we would block the wheels 
of trade and production; and he who uses it im- 
prudently as an element of competition, to gala 
au unfair acvanlaxe over his fellow tradesm 2, 
does s0 at his own peril. 

“Of course, there is something radically wrong 
jua system of trade which kseps one half the 
population of the country permanently in deb. 
wish the otber half. fhe case is still more ag- 
gravated when, as at present, the debtor half are 
by no means poor, but have ample means to pay 
their debts. The produce hoarded atthe West 
and South, if it could be marketed witnout fur- 
ther delay, would suffice to wipe out the indebt- 
eduess of those sections to the Eastern and Mid- 
Jle States, if it were double the amount actually 
due. But still the debt goes on accumulating on 
the one hand, while the Means of payment accu- 
mulate on ibe other. 

“This condition of things:cannot always last. If 
it coptinues much longer, trade beiween the 
debtor and creditor sections must come tu a balt. 
It is Dot a question of solvency on the part of the 
former. No one douabis the ability of the South 
and West to liquidate every doliar of the claims 
beld agaiust them. But it is simply a question 
of encurance on the part of the latier, as te how 
jong they can afoid to suppiy the people of those 
ecetione with such commoditics as are needed 

for consump ion, without receiving anything in 
retara.”’

The evidence ef Mr. Gosnell establi:hed the 
signature, and that of the other witnesses Yo the 
will, He bad, it seems, a great dread of living 
or dying In Lexington, and especially provided 
that he did not wish to be buried there, by will. 
He bad heard of persons who had been placed 
in the a:ylum there by their families when they 
became old and belpless, that they might get 
hold of their property. He was an exile from 
this city during the war, and told bis friends that 
either a son or a nepbew of Jobn C. Breckin- 
ridge had come to nim at 12 o’clock at night, ta 
1862, and ordered him to keep outof the way of 
the Federal soldiers, on account of his baving 
given a eum of money to a Southern hespital. 
He remained in Ipdiana some time, a refugee, 
and always expressed great apprehension of the 
Federal soloters.

Pat Kinney’s Louisville Wife Finds 
the Rich Sutier Married to No. 2. 


A HEARTLESS DESERTION. 


On F.iday afternoon last, says the Cincinnati 
Cbrrovicie, a neatiy-attired, middle-aged woman, 
of preposressing appearaace, called upon Squire 
Cormany, at bis office, on the corner of Central 
avenue and Ninth steeet, and stated that she 
wished to privately converse with him for a few 
moments. The "squire stepped to the rear of bis 
office, and, seating himself, inquired of her the 
ca'ure of her errand. The lady stated that her 
pame was Mrs. Marys Kinney; that she resided in 
Louisville, Kentucky, and that before marriage 
ber Dame was Mary Flaherty. She then proceed- 
ed to state that, fifteen years azo, on the 
14th of August, she was married in 
Ireland to Mr. Patrick Kinney; that 
they lived together two years in Ireland, 
and then emigrated to America. They 
were very poor, and had considerable difficulty 
forawhilein procuring the necessaries of life, 
but fipally Mr. Kinney succeeded in getting a sit- 
uation in a netion store in Philadelphia as sales- 
man, on a salary sufficient to keep them comfort- 
ably. When the war broke out her bu:Daad re- 
moved to Louisville, Kentucky, and, after a resi- 
dence there of two months, a child was born to 
them. Shortly after this event her husband 
started ouf asa sutier in a Kentucky regiment. 
For a year or more be continued to keep ber in- 
formed fin regard to his movements, when sud- 
denly tbe correspondence came to an end, and, 
notwithstanding she made close inquiry, 
no trace; of him were found. 
About two’ years since, she learned that 
he was in Clinton county, Ohio, and had 
remarried. Here the poor woman burst into 
tears, avd, producing her carefully-preserved 
mariiage decuments, said: “'Squire,I have th: 
proof of our marriage,and hereis the descrip- 
tion of each of us.”’ She then added that she 
haa been making fnquiries in regard to the man, 
and was positive that the person mentiooced was 
her laxful husband. He, according to revenue 
returns, is worth $60,000, and made quite a for- 
tyne during the war. By hts second wife, he has 
twe children, a bos and a girl. Mrs. Kinney de 
facto desired to know what course she ought to 
take toobtain one-third of Kinney’s property. 
The "Squire stated that he had not the power to 
try the case here, it being beyond his jurisdic- 
tion, but kindly escorted herto the office of a 
lawyer on Fourth street, who will at once com.- 
mence proceedings.

SOLDIERS OF 1812. 


A Synopsis of the Provisiens of the 
Regent Act Granting Pensions to 
Those Who Served Sixty Days, and 
to their Widows. 


The act grants pensions at the rate of eight 
doers per montn to the officers and enlisted ana 
arafted men (doth militia ana volunteers) of the 
military and naval se: vice of the United States in 
the war of 1812 who served fora period of sixty 
days, and to the widows of those who have died 

who were married priortothe treaty of peace 
(December 24, 18M), which terminated said war. 
Also to such officers anu soldiers as served less 
than sixty days, who have been personally named 
in any resolution of Congress for any specific 
service in said war. 

UNDER THIS ACT 
Three classes of claims will artse: 

First—Of officers. solaters and sailors who 
sei ved for sixty days, who have pever been pea- 
eloned tor a disability incurred im the service of 
the United States. These will be entitied toa 
full pension from February 14, 1971. 

Second—Of officers, soldiers and sallors who 
ee for sixty days, but who are in receipt of 

a penston for disability tncurred in the service 
of the United States. These will be entitied to 
an increase oftheir pension to eight dollars per 
month from February 14, 1871. 

Third—of widows of officers, so'diers and sall- 
ors who served sixty days, who were married to 
the solaier prior to the treaty of peace which ter- 
minated said war (December 24, 18)4), and who 
have not since remarried.

MAIL COACHES. , 


‘sAll the Worid’s a Stage.’’ 
{From the Frankfort (Ky.) Yeoman.) 

The, return to the old-fashioned primitive 
stage as the means of conveying tue mails 
between this place and Louisville, takes us 
back in memory many years, when it was the 
pop pular route of travel. We recall the line of 

Troy ere passenger coaches, each marked 
“BE. P. Johnson & Co.,’’ with the addition of 
*U.8. Mail” on on the door, which came through 
from Louisville on fast "thme, with relays of 
horses every pyae or ten miles. Twenty-five 
years ago the lime wae im ite glory, with no rail 
competition for mail or passengers, and with 
ovly the steamers Biue Wing and Sea Gull to 
compete with the Conestoga wagons in the 
Sanegoriatios of So from Lou- 
isville this poin t. How  distinct- 
ly we baine back to our mind e 
mode] and veteran ago taped agg who, for so 
many years, drew the reins over their gallant 
- teams, and daily landed their buman freight 
in safety ateither endof the route. These 
notables, at the time of which we write, were 
Jimmy Darlington and. Tommy Coggeswell, 
the former a lithe, simewey, tough, reticent 
but obliging man, and the latter a hale, bluff, 
rosy-cheeked fellow—the very impersonation 
of the stage-driver as picture@ by Dickens. 
In those days we were a school. -boy in Shelbr- 
ville, and making pilgrimages to and from 
home we always enjoyed the company of one 
or the other of these clever Jehus, who 
seemed never to weary in telling us who lived 
bere and there, or detaihng the good qualities 
of this wheeler or that off-leader. 

In those days there were no Kuklux, but 
the transportation of the mails was not with- 
out some risk. About nine miles out froth 
Louisville there was a& heavy beech woods 
fore-t, known a8 Brown’s woods; and here, on 
several occasions, the stage was robbed; ‘not 
in the Mexican fashion, by stopping the 
horses and going through the passengers, but 
by steathily cutting the leather of the boot, 
and taking off trunks aad smal! bags in the 
dark—the outward mail leaving Louis- 
vile at midnight. Such a thing as 
suspending the mail service on such ac- 
-eount never occurred to the authorities in 
those good old Democratic days of Polk’s ad- 
ministration; but the service went on until 
finally one of the malefaetors was arrested, 
and, being put io the pevitentiary, there was 
no further Fisturbance, avd the stage route 
was not suspended until the rejiroad was com- 
pleted, in or about 1851. It isa Tittle sin- 

gular tbat, after twenty years’ sus 
should be resorted to again, and all because a 
gentleman of color has come to the conelusion 
that it is not safe for him to travel as mail- 
agent.
